Massachusetts  Rehabilitation  Commission  is  an 
agency  that  helps  handicapped  people  reach  the 
goal  of  getting  a  job  they  can  do  well.  M.R.C.  has 
special  counselors  who  can  help  people  who  are 
Deaf  or  Hard  of  Hearing. 
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M.R.C.  may  be  able  to  help  you  if  you  are  Deaf 
or  Hard  of  Hearing  and  .  .  .
